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Wisteria Vine Viewing Set for Sunday, Mar. 27 


This is the Sunday every 
flower-watcher looks forward 
to—Wisteria blossoming 
time of the world-famous 
vine on N. Hermosa. And 
again this year the vine will 
be open from noon to 4 p.m., 
Sunday. Mar. 27, for every¬ 
one to see. 

Owners of the property 
on which the largest bloom¬ 
ing vine in the world extends— 
Bob and Nell Solt and Joe 
and Maria Feeney—have 
been watching the progress 
of the heavy, grapelike clus- 
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ters. They pronounced this 
weekend as the peak of the 
lavender-purple blossoms. 

Both Nell Solt and Maria 
Feeney expressed worry con¬ 
cerning the future of the 
wisteria vine. “Every year I 
wonder how long we’ll have 
it. Who can tell how long a 
vine like this can live?” Feeney 
said Monday. 

Nell Solt, a native of Swe¬ 
den, said, “We have tiny 
vines like this in Sweden 
but nothing like this one. 
I Ours here in Sierra Madre 


used to be bigger but I under¬ 
stand it was cut back in 1960 
to accommodate these houses. 
It’s a lot of work for Maria 
and me and our husbands.” 
The city does not subsidize 
care for the vine. 

How much would some¬ 
thing like this weigh? Who 
can tell? In the early 1900s 
the Guiness Book of Records 
said “Its branches are 500 
feet long and the vine weighs 
about 225 tons.” Eighty years 
later it must surely have dou¬ 
bled or tripled. 


The vine was originally 
purchased for 75 cents in 
Monrovia in 1894 by Mrs. 
William F. Brugman who 
drove her horse and buggy 
down to get a seedling in a 
gallon can. Sierra Madre 
watched while the seedling 
.grew at 201 W. Carter, the 
original home of the vine. 

By 1913, the entire home 
was covered and the house 
was purchased by the H. 
T. Fennels. A frame had to 
be erected to support the 
vine’s unusual growth. 


The Fennels were probably 
the first of the Siora Madre 
families to host visitors to see 
the vine. People came out of 
Los Angeles on the Red Car 
to see the giant vine for six 
weeks out of the year. 

When the Fennels could 
no longer cope with the huge 
crowds coming to view the 
Sl!4 million blossoms, the 
Sierra Madre Chapter of the 
Red Cross decided to sponsor 
the first Wisteria Fete in 
1918. And funds collected 
from the sale of “light re¬ 


freshments” to visitors went 
toward the support of the 
war effort of WWI. 

Soon the Volunteer Fire 
Dept., Sierra Madre Woman’s 
Qub, Eastern Star and the 
Board of Trade—the fore¬ 
runner of the Chamber of 
Commerce—assisted. 

About 30,000 persons viewed 
the vine in those days. How¬ 
ever, in 1931 the heavy weight 
of the vine collapsed the 
Brugman’s original house. 

Bob and Nell Solt now 
live on the property where 


the roots begin, and Joe 
and Maria Feeney are owners 
of the land just north of that 
property. Feeneys have been 
here about two decades and 
the Solts nearly a decade. 

Originally the entire sec¬ 
tion of Sierra Madre was a 
huge estate owned by Marian 
Cook (then Mrs. Thayer) of 
Dana Point with her former 
husband. Mrs. Thayer opera¬ 
ted a tea room located be¬ 
tween the Solt and Feeney 
homes. In 1960 the area was 
subdivided. 


The Sierra Madre Chamber 
of Commerce sponsors the 
annual visit to the vine with 
its plethora and dripping 
lavender blossoms. All mem¬ 
bers urge the foothill com¬ 
munities to stop in with their 
cameras to view the giant 
world-famous vine. Sierra 
Madre’s claim to fame. 

Who knows how much 
longer the aging giant can 
survive?

Service clubs of Monrovia 
have united their efforts to 
raise funds to purchase and 
train two police dogs for 
the Monrovia Police Depart¬ 
ment. A goal of $18,000 has 
been set by the Exchange 
Club, Gem City Kiwanis, 
Kiwanis Club of Monrovia, 
Quota Club, Rotary Club, 
and the Soroptimists. 

On Sunday over 250 people 
representing these organiza¬ 
tions, the City Council, and 
interested community mem¬ 
bers gathered in Library 
Park to view a demonstra¬ 
tion of police dogs in action. 

Michael Brklacich, presi¬ 
dent of Gem City Kiwanis, 
introduced Danny La Master 
of Redlands who conducted 
the demonstration. He has 
been training dogs to be used 
in police work for the past 
six years. 


LaMaster explained that 
the use of police dogs keeps 
crime problems from esca¬ 
lating and often just the pre¬ 
sence with the officer elimi¬ 
nates a potential crime. The 
dogs are trained to be highly 
protective of their handler 
officer, thus reducing potential 
ihjuries. 

After it is determined that 
the dogs are mentally and 
physically sound, the four- to 
six-month training program 
begins with the assigned 
officer. The first training is 
basic obedience where the 
dog is taught to respond to 
both verbal commands and 
hand signals. The canine 
must learn to ignore all dis¬ 
tractions and respond only 
to the officer’s commands. 

The second step is agility 
training in which the dog, 
according to LaMaster, “be¬ 


comes a well-trained athlete.” 
The requirements include 
scaling a 12 -foot wall, climb¬ 
ing a seven-foot ladder, and 
walking across barrels. Then 
the potential police dog learns 
to track the suspected crimi¬ 
nal. The dog is taught to 
identify tracks and scents 
that often have been left 
two or three hours previously. 

LaMaster concluded the 
program with more tracking 
techniques and a demonstra¬ 
tion of actual combat be¬ 
tween the dog and a person. 
He stated, “This is how the 
police dog is taught to fight 
the bad guy.” 

The K-9 campaign has 
raised approximately $6000 
from service groups and 
community members. Dona¬ 
tions to the program may be 
made to K-9, 415 S. Ivy, 
Monrovia, 91016.
